Bonapart Blames Lawyers 


For Tedious Delay . 


Of Trials 


To Be "Held Here Dec. 28 


And Biggest In 


Historv

Pittsburg. Nov. iii.—In his address 


before the National Municipal league 
at Us meeting in this city Attorney 
General Charles .1. Bonaparte, presi- 
dent of the league, declared that the 
American criminal law has very seri- 
ous defects, and that if the American 
people wish to rule they must "thor- 
oughly, rationally and honestly re- 
form the criminal law." 
His subject 


was "The Criminal Law as a Means 
to Enforce the People's Will." 


Mr. Bonaparte.answered Mr. Bry- 


an's campaign slogan, "Shall the Peo- 
ple Rule?" by saying: "Yes, if and in 
so far as the people shall be in earn- 
est in the wish and purpose to rule." 
He declared that the gravest and 
least 
excusable 
deficiency 
in 
our 


criminal law is found in its endless 
delays', and added that if the people 
shall demand prompt and unquestion- 
ing obedience to the people's laws 
and shall give to this demand an am- 
ple sanction In swift, sure and griev- 
ous retribution for all rebellious to 
those laws, the people's rule will be 
real. 


"Why need there be a foretaste of 


eternity." he asked, "between arrest 
and indictment, another between in- 
dictment and trial and yet another 
between 
trial 
and 
actuai punish- 


ment?" 


This he answered by declaring that 


it is partij- "because the bench and 
professional opinion among the bar 
tolerate all kinds 
of dilatory, friv- 


olous and often ridiculous 
proceed- 


ings on the part 
of unscrupulous 


counsel intended to cheat justice of 
her plain due; partly because our 
lawmakers afford almost infinite fa- 
cilities for review of judicial action 
for criminals, although being very 
stingy in allowing them to the gov- 
ernment; but 
mainly because our 


laws show little sense of the value to 
society of a speedy administration of 
justice." 


"A principal cause of this failure, 


to. my mind," he continued, "is its 
anxiety to guard against a danger 
which 
was once very serious, but 


which has now become almost chi- 
merical, the danger lest men really 
innocent be convicted of crime." He 
asserted that "the risk that any man 
trying in good faith to obey the law 
shall be punished as a criminal is al- 
most inconceivably small. I question 
whether it is one-hundredth part as 
great as the risk he runs of being 
killed or maimed by an automobile." 


He expressed the opinion, however, 


that he would not have the law so 
changed as to remove any substan- 
tial 
safeguard 
to 
true 
innocence 


which it now affords. He declared 
himself in favor of grand juries and 
of the law that prevents a man, once 
fairly tried for a crime and either 
convicted or acquitted, from being 
brought to trial again for the same 
offense. He declared that "one of the 
most enlightened changes made by 
modern statutes In the rules of evi- 
dence permits the accused to testify 
in h!« own behalf."

called oil trust. Mr. Rockefeller wa» 
a witness for the defense in the sur 
to dissolve the Standard, and his ap 
pearance at the hearing before Judge 
Franklin Ferriss 
brought a large 


crowd to the customs building. 


Mr. Rockefeller spoke of his star, 


in the oil business and how under 
adverse 
conditions 
that 
business 


grew to the proportions of the Stano 
ard Oil company of Ohio, with iU 
capitalization 
of 
$1,000,000. 
Mr 


Rockefeller's eyes sparkled In reflee 
lion on that early financial organiza 
tion and. speaniiig of its million-dol 
lar capitalization with almost boyish 
enthusiasm he said: "It seemed verj 
large to us, who began with only $4,- 
000 in 186-." 


The development of Mr. Rockefel 


ler's testimony, which carried him to 
the organization of the Standard Oi 
company of Ohio, indicated that one 
of the lines of the defense would be 
that the Standard company is not the 
result of an aggressive policy to gain 
the mastery of the oil trade, 
as 


charged, but the natural outcome of 
economical 
development, which the 


exigencies of the 
oil industry de- 


manded.

John D. Rockefeller, presi- 
dent of the Standard Oil company, 
for over two hours reviewed the his- 
tory of the early oil trade and the 
development of the first companies 
that later grew into the present so- 
called oil trust. Mr. Rockefeller was* 
n witness for *b*> f)Afop«*» jn fh« «', 
to dissolve the Standard, and his ap- 
pearance at the hearing before Judge 
Franklin Ferriss 
brought 
a large 


crowd to the customs building. 


Mr. Rockefeller spoke of his stai' 


in the oil business and how under 
adverse 
conditions 
that 
business 


grew to the proportions of the Stana- 
ard Oil company of Ohio, with its 
capitalization 
of 
$1.000.000. 
Mr. 


Rockefeller's eyes sparkled in reflec- 
tion on that early financial organiza- 
tion and. speaning of its million-dol- 
lar capitalization with almost boyish 
enthusiasm he said: "It seemed very 
large to us. who began with only $4.- 
000 in 186-." 


The development of Mr. Rockefel- 


ler's testimony, which carried him to 
the organization of the Standard Oil 
company of Ohio, indicated that one 
of the lines of the defense would be 
that the Standard company is not the 
result of an aggressive policy to gain 
the mastery of the oil trade, 
as 


charged, but the natural outcome of 
economical 
development, which the 


exigencies of the 
oil industry de- 


manded.

MUNICIPAL CARE OF TREES. 
Nobody questions the value of trees 


in a city. One has but to recall tnc 
almost universal banding of trees in 
Columbus with cotton as a protection 
from caterpillars to realize how strong 
is the sentiment for them. Powerful 
as that sentiment is, however, it 
is 


not yet .systematized or directed as in 
some of the cities of New Jersey. 
There the munlcipa'.itie.-, havo created 
shade tree commissions, whose <!' y 
it is to plant trees in the 
various 


streets, protect them, trim them and 
perform surgical operations on them 
in order to prolong their life. Here 
in Columbus we have a little of all 
this, even to tree surgery and the 
good of it all is apparent. The ques- 
tion is, how long will we continue 
to do by haphazard the things that 
ought to be done systematically and 
thoroughly? 


In East Orange, N. J., according to 


the Municipal Engineering Magazine 
2700 trees have been planted since 


1904.

with respect to their adaptability and 
their beauty; they have been planted 
thirty-eight feei apart, protected with 
wire guards, trimmed, repai"ed and 
sprayed when there was need. Too
